I have not seen the circuit nor the original article, but I will venture a 
guess that there is a misprint in the formula. 

Assuming the DC reading is the peak value, the only thing that makes sense 
to me would be the following formula 


Watts={(sqrt of 2)/2 xpk?squared/50 - or - Watts = {(.707)*xpk?squared/50 
It may be more clear in old BASIC format - Watts = SQRT2/2xpkx*2/50 


Note that the value in parens (.707) IS the same as the value of (Square 
root of 2)/2, which makes me believe the formula was subjected to editing 
and the the author wanted to give the readers intimidated by square roots a 
number to substitute. IMHO 2 wrongs that didn't quite make it right. 


This is a normal formula -- Power = V squared / R_ only to obtain the 
average power, one must use the RMS value of the voltage instead of the 
peak voltage. 


Hope I didn't confuse everyone - exponentials and roots are difficult to 
express in ASCII.

I'd like to take exception to what you have said. 


First, I'd suggest that you read my editorial again and notice that no 
place do I say that you don't know anything. Nor do I infer that. 


Had you read the entire editorial you would have also seen that I was 
one of those who entered the hobby during the early years of the 
"dumbing down" craze. 


I see no longing for any "good old days". My editorial only points to 
what was in place at one time for those who don't know any of the 
history of the hobby. 


You admit that you don't know where the hobby should be headed but in 
the same breath you say that my idea can't be good! 

You say we need "....g0o0d communications of ideas and compromise". Why 
compromise? Why can't we just do what is best for Amateur Radio and not 
worry about the politically correct nonsense called compromise? How far 
down should the compromise go? For example, why not compromise and make 
the code tests start at 13 wpm and go to 30 wpm? Are we all willing to 
compromise in a "positive" (harder) direction? 


Let me quote one short paragraph from my editorial: 


"I don't blame anyone for entering the hobby through whatever door was 


open at the time they got there. I did the same thins with the novice 
license. But my point is that I would have become a ham with or without 
the novice license and so would most others!" 


Don, whether you like it or not, you are a great example of why we don't 
need to lower the standards for licensing. You have come into the hobby 
without a background in electronics. You have studied and mastered the 
code, something that is not easy for anyone. And you have continued to 
learn and reach for the goals, provided at least partially by incentive 
licensing. If there was one simple test and no other class of license 
needed or offered, would you have had the same learning goals? Are you 
better off because the license structure is in place? 


Having a real goal where we can get something tangible for our efforts 
goes a long way to motivating us to improve. For me it was the bottom 25 
khz on 40m CW. That's the ONLY reason I decided to upgrade from General 
to Extra. (After close to 25 years of being a ham). Because I wanted to 
work DX on 40m and needed that Extra class license I wound up going on 
to my commercial license and a good job! I guess you could say that I 
own just about everything I have to incentive licensing! You bet I 
believe in it and in the FACT that people get much more out of things 
they work hard for than they do the things they get for nearly nothing. 


The editorial was NOT a slam to anyone but instead to the system. I 
stand by my opinion that lowering the requirements will not have a 
positive effect on the hobby. 


The last thing I want to do is make someone feel unwanted. I am sorry 
that you felt that is what I was saying. I hope you get at least as many 
years of enjoyment from the hobby as I have. 


OBQRP: 


QRP is very close to what the "old days" were. Building, sharing ideas, 
building friendships. Making little antennas and just sitting there 
looking at the sounds coming out of a radio you made with your own 
hands! That magic is still here and that is one of the reasons so many 
of us are drawn to QRP. New technology for sure, but the same old magic!

In August of this year, Larry East, WLHUE, posted a mod to £1ix 

a problem with the Samlex 5 Amp Adjustable DC power supply. 

If you go back and check the archives for 980810 you'll find the 
mod he made by adding a 100 ohm 10W resistor. Cost $0.99 

for two of the critters at Radio Shack. 


I also at that time bought one of the heavy duty bench supplies 

for experimenting. It was on sale for $99.99 from TechAmerica. 

I don't know if Larry and I were the only ones to jump at the deal, 
but I feel that it was money well spent. I had not been able to sit 
down and do the mod until now. I didn't want to use the supply 

as it was because of the voltage would come up significantly after 
you turned the supply off. This was not a good deal for whatever 
was connected at the time. 


Yes, you say I could unplug the circuit under test or equipment 

under test but if I even forgot one time the cost could be significant. 
I trust no power source other than a Gel-Cell on the voltage and 
measure new P/Ss under noload and full load conditions before I 
connect anything of any value to them. As witnessed by a recent 
posting to do otherwise can result in the loss of something valuable. 
Been there done that. 


So thanks Larry for the hint and kink on the P/S. Another 
satisfied customer.

I have not seen the circuit nor the original article, but I will venture a 
guess that there is a misprint in the formula. 

Assuming the DC reading is the peak value, the only thing that makes sense 
to me would be the following formula 


Watts={(sqrt of 2)/2 xpksquared/50 - or - Watts 4(.707)*xpktsquared/50 


It may be more clear in old BASIC format - Watts SQRT2/2*xpkx*2/50 

Note that the value in parens (.707) IS the same as the value of (Square 
root of 2)/2, which makes me believe the formula was subjected to editing 
and the the author wanted to give the readers intimidated by square roots a 
number to substitute. IMHO 2 wrongs that didn't quite make it right. 


This is a normal formula -- Power = V squared / R_ only to obtain the 
average power, one must use the RMS value of the voltage instead of the 
peak voltage. 


Hope I didn't confuse everyone - exponentials and roots are difficult to 
express in ASCII.

Coax Seal is pretty good stuff 
for the job, and if you can't find some handy, I'd recommend 
the following: 


a. Wrap one layer of plastic electrical tape 
(Scotch #33 recommended) over the coax splice 

b. Obtain a can of "Dip-It" from a hardware store (any 
color, but I like red myself!) and brush on a moderately 
thick coat of this over the plastic tape... you can do it 
in one or two coatings, letting it dry thoroughly between 
coats. 


The "Dip-It" stuff is used to form a cushion molding on pliers and 
other tools and is quite inexpensive, even in small hardware stores.

Already tried this. My first detector used 150 ohms 
input, so I used a broadband stepup transformer to 
up the voltage. 


Seemed to work fine until I made third order intercept 
measurements. I was only getting +19 dbm and -130 

sensitivity. After I changed to 50 ohms, the intercept 
moved to +30 dbm, and my sensitivity moved to -136 (!). 


>The mixer (with a 50 ohm antenna impedance) provides 
>about 200 ohm source Z to the audio amplifier. At 
>room temperature, that's 1.8nv/rt(Hz) noise input, 


>Clearly, a state-of-the-art amplifier (1nv/rt(Hz)) 
>would give better results, but we're better off 
>than with a conventional 1:1 DBM mixer, with signal 
>loss. 


Let me think about this number: If you have a 50 ohm 
system and a 50 ohm filter input resistance, you have 
a total of 100 ohms generating noise. The fact that 
the detector capacitor sees this noise only 1/4 of the 
time means that the effective impedance it sees is 4x 
or 400 ohms, but no additional noise is created. 


If all four phases are summed, all the noise from the 
100 ohm input (filter+antenna) will appear at the output. 


If you use an instrumentation amp, no additional series 
resistors are required, so the noise will be that of 
the 100 ohm system and the first op-amp pre-amp. 


Since I am using a normal low noise op-amp, input 
resistors of 390 to 470 ohm is probably about right. 
Right now I am up at 2.2K, so I most likely have a 
noise level 2x what I could have. 


I suppose I could get lower noise by going to zero 
ohms on the filter input and smaller detector caps 
and give up the wide band roll off the detector has. 
However, with 50 ohms and 0.47uf caps, I get about 
30 db roll off 40 KHz away. This helps keep my 

45 db pre-amp from getting beaten up from wide band 
junk, especially off frequency 40 broadcast stations. 


Alternatively, I could add a bandpass 

filter in front of the detector, but the additional 
insertion loss may hurt more than simply having a 
50 ohm roll off filter resistor in the first place. 


I just got some LT1115 0.9 nV/Hz*x*1/2 op-amps from 
Digikey, but my 13 year old Weller just died. A 
replacement (and more testing) will have to wait 
until the weekend.

One might also check at the electrical supply houses such as 

GE or Graybar (or smaller suppliers) for the Scotchkote. I don't 
recall seeing it as a spray, but in a small 1 pint can, similar in 
size to pvc glue, with a brush built into the top. I heartily 
recommend that it not be used on a windy day as the little stringers 
from the brush will go where least wanted. 

Sure worth the effort, tho. I have cut tape coated with Scotchkote 
covering antenna connectors on cars that endured snow/salt mixture 
for several years and the connectors would be just as new. Other 
coatings never seemed to hold up as well. So under normal usage, 

the connectors treated in such a way will probably outlive the coax.

I have been operating the new OHR-500 primarily on 15 and 20 meters. 


Forty has 


been somewhat noisy here so I've only had a few Q' there. Yesterday I worked 
France, Germany, and Cuba in very short order. Then I took the rig down to 
install a TICK 2B keyer. It fits very nicely in the empty space on the lower 
rear panel. OHR offers a keyer module option, but I wanted the beacon and 
memory feature of the tick. 


I am still very impressed by the rig and again especially by the new receiver 
design. The AGC circuit also does it's job well which was one weakness of the 
OHR-400. 


Like a number of other fellows and gals on the net I've also been playing 
around with resonant speaker design. When using the OHR-500's internal audio 
filter and the resonant

You would also run into dupe problems -- people who worked you when you 
were QRP could not work you again QRO and vice versa. The major problem 
would be the with the Precedent -- all of the log-checking process 
(software and human) assumes that any given station will have the same 
Precedent through the contest. The Precedent sent should be the highest 
power used in the contest. If you send Q when you are QRP and A when 
you are QRO, there will be a lot of stations who will show a '‘'busted' 
contact for you when the log-check run happens. 


What I would suggest is that you either bite the bullet and run Q class 
for the contest, run QRP when you want to, but send the A or B Precedent 
or perhaps use a club-station call for either the QRO or QRP part of the 
contest and send in two logs. Under the rules, you would need a 
separate transmitter for the second call, though.

A-1 ops 
First organized in May 1933, the ARRL A-1 Operator Club has a proud 
history and occupies an important place in Amateur Radio tradition. 
Communications Manager Ed Handy, W1BDI, announced its formation with 
these words in July 1933 QST: 


Are you an A-1 Operator? Excellence in stations has often been 
emphasized. Yet, station performance, equipment, adjustment, etc., are 
but part of the story. The operation of the equipment, knowledge of 
procedure, and general communications technique are of very great 
importance in determining the results of any station. To bring attention 
to good operating as a paramount issue, and to give it something of the 
importance it deserves we are this month announcing in these columns the 
launching of a club for A-1 operators. 

By early 1934, the roster of recognized A-1 operators had swelled to 
more than 400; by the end of 1938, to 1,000. Then, as now, nominations 
were not made lightly; through the years, recognition as an A-1 Operator 
has represented an unsolicited acknowledgment of one's high standing 
among one's peers. 


Much is said about the handful of radio amateurs whose operating 
practices do not quite measure up. Not enough is said about those who, 
by contrast, lead by example - who set the standard for others to 
follow. Let us correct that now. Let us honor them as A-1 Operators and 
in so doing, honor the best in Amateur Radio. - David Sumner, K1ZZ

nominations by A-1 ops in the QRP community. Not just QRP-L member but 
fellow QRPers whom you feel qualifies as leader in good operating 
practice.

I would avoid placing that much sheet metal with questionable bonding of 
joints that close to an antenna - seems to me to be just begging for 
RFI. If you must go that way, plan on using many, many sheet metal 
screws to bond all the individual metal pieces together. Even then, you 
can expect some corrosion over the years to open the door again for 
potential RFI generation due to bad contacts. 


I doubt very much that the building would serve very effectively in lieu 
of radials for your vertical. Lots of volume and surface area but 
probably rather small in terms of wavelength, at least for 40 and 80. 


How about using a wooden structure with your vertical mounted on the 
roof and then use elevated tuned radials?

I have heard manuy of you folks discuss the DOUBLE BAZOOKA> I have read the 
ARRL ANTENNA HANDBOOK, checked out Ed's (WE6W) site and looked at N7BIW's site 
and IAC Antennas and have a few questions. But first some notes: 


The N7BIW uses all coax and at the shorting point shorts the shield to the 
center wire and at the ends also. 


Ed's uses coax for the center portion and uses 300 ohm at the ends after the 
shorting point (as does IAC Antenna). 


The Antenna Handbook uses just #14 wire on the ends after the shorting point. 
ALSO, the handbook calls for a matching balun or L-C match at the feed-antenna 
junction. 


Based upon all info, the antenna is about 70 ohms and the feed coax is about 
50-52. 


QUESTION 1:Does one perform any better than the others? 

QUESTION 2:Is the match necessary for optimum performance? 

QUESTION 3:Does one coax perform better than another in this arrangenment? 
(Assume feedline 60£t or less) 

QUESTION 4:IAC ANTENNA notes the gain of 4.5dB using a phased array. Has 
anyone used the phased array with success?

I ended up removing it because it yielded a lot of static (it is broad 
banded). I put up a full 80 meter horizontal loop fed with 450 "window" 
wire and I am very pleased. I am going to be making a dedicated (one 
band) 40 meter loop fed with 75 ohm coax going to 50 ohm coax this 
weekend if time permits.

Does anyone know how much voltage and current one of the older style bicycle 
DC generators delivers under load? You know the little generators that are 
spring loaded and riding on the side of the tire and drive the front and 
back lights. 


I have been thinking about using them to generate charging power for gell 
cells in a foot operated cranking mechanism. If any of you OLD TIMERS 
remember you mother or grandmothers manual (pedal driven) sewing machine. I 
visualize the bottom part of it with the little generators (I've sure it 
would take several to generate the proper voltage) operating against the BIG 
flywheel that is driven by a hinged rod connecting the pedal rocking 
mechanism to the flywheel. You could then operate the FOOT generator while 
sitting at an operating table. 


My alternative drive mechanism would be an old exercise bicycle 
(stationary) with the little generators touching the flywheel. You could sit 
and pedal and have the operating surface attached to the handle bars. 


I was also thinking about an old motocycle alternator being belt driven by 
the flywheel action. If you can get the proper RPMs from the flywheel 
without too much trouble this would be a better mechanical/electrical 
solution.

This can actually be used with a belt and an automobile alternator or 
generator(if you can still find one). You might need some additional gears 
or belt to get the right alternator speed. You can produce about 1/5 
horsepower or more continuos on a bike getting a decent workout. This 
would charge a 12 volt battery at almost 10 amps after losses! You could 
charge up a gellcell for QRP real easy and quick. You won't need to pedal 
all the time, just every day or so for 1/2 hour to an hour. Amazing ain't 
it! 


This isn't that "Rube Goldberg" either. (Boy am I dating myself there!)

Hi Alan... I have used bazookas off and on for years. They offer several 
good qualities, one of which is supposed to be incr. bandwidth. I have 
never thought much of that claim. Some "improvement" yes. But not a HUGE 
amount. 


What they DO offer is three particularly good points: they are at DC 
ground, so they are VERY quiet antennas; and 2) they do not seem to mind 
one bit being strung through trees and brush; and 3) they have (by my 
observations and those of others) an apparently high(er) angle of 
radiation, and thereby do very well for nearby stations (several states in 
radius around your own.) 


I have almost always used RG-58 for them, but think RG-8X would also be 
fine. I have always used ALL-coax antennas, and have tried both other 
styles. I have applied FULL power on 75M SSB to the RG-58 version with no 
ill affects or problems. The all-coax version is easier-it seems to me-in 
several area to build, and works as well or better. I have ALWAYS used a 
Bencher no-ferrite/air-wound balun because the feed is balanced, and the 
Bencher has no ferrite to saturate (if they DO ever saturate-but that's 
another subject) and is at DC ground. 


Anecdotal information is that I ran a late SUN afternoon SSB MARS net for 5 
years just above 4.0 MHz. I often had checkins from as far away as MS, TN, 
and the Carolinas. The net started just early enough that in the summertime 
the band was a raw buzz when opened. Yet usually, I could copy the fringe 
stations when no one else on the net could. Switching to a G5RV I could 
hear nothing-switching back to the bazooka there they were-often plainly 
discernable with only the bazooka when purely not there on the G5RV. Yet 
the same G5RV provided excellent results into Europe and JA on 40M & 80M CW. 


So, bazookas may or may not be good DX antennas (why not suspend one 
vertically? I have always wanted to... just never have) but they are great 
"local" antennas, and if mounted as an inv. vee might do well for DX 
instead. I have a drawing I made years ago, of a design by Lucky, WA4EZN 
(who I believe is now deceased) I would be happy to send you. I owe Jim, 
W7LS one, and have been meaning to send it for ages!!! So one more won't 
matter. Send me your address and I'll send you one too.

I've had the pleasure of a QSO with Peter - DAORP also (me at 5 watts and 
him at 500). I believe that the DAORP callsign is a club call. Peter's 
personal call is DJOJE.

My contact with Peter was on August 16, 1998 and I sent a QSL card "direct" 
the next day along with an addressed return envelope and an IRC.
